PENALTY FOR PAYING CASH 
If you pay cash in a store that accepts credit cards, are 
you being socked for the cost the store incurs in honor- 
ing other people’s credit? The answer, according to the 
350,000-member, non-profit Consumers Union (U.S, pub- 
lishers of Consumer Reports magazine), is a resounding 
‘tyes,’’ says The Financial Post, In a suit filed last week 
in Federal District Court in Washington, D.C,, the Union 
claims American Express and a member bank of Bank- 
Americard are violating federal antitrust laws by con- 
tractually forbidding member merchants to charge lower 
prices to cash customers, According to the suit, mem- 
ber merchants in the U.S, must pay a service charge of 
2%-8% of the sales price of an article to the credit card 
company, but they do not give an equivalent discount to 
the customer who pays cash, Why, Consumers Union 
wonders, should credit card users be thus subsidized? 
If it wins the suit, credit card issuers would be required 
to notify merchants that they can offer the discounts to 
cash customers, although the merchants would not be 
compelled to do so, According to the Centre for Law and 
Social Policy, a public interest law firm handling the 
suit, American Express and BankAmericard were selec- 
ted as a sort of test case, because each represents a 
major type of card, Numerically, BankAmericard is the 
number two bank card in the U,S, with 26 million card- 
holders (Master Charge is number one with 32 million) 
Its Canadian version is Chargex, with 3,8 million card- 
holders. American Express was selected as representa- 
tive of the travel and entertainment card, In Canada, 
the company has close to 3,000,000 cardholders, Alto- 
gether, there are about 200 million credit card carriers 
in the U,S,, about one per person, (In Canada, according 
to a recent estimate (Financial Post, Feb, 23), there are 
about 17 million,) If the Consumers Union suit is won, 
however, the U.S, numbers may be reduced, With some 
credit card companies charging membership fees as well 
as interest, and with the loss of a 2%-3% discount, it 
could prove expensive for customers to use credit,

I said Idisagreed with your 
statement that you felt. the 
majority of St. Albert was 
opposed to this rezoning and 
that I’d like to think that 1 
was part of the silent major- 
ity. At no time did I men- 
tion that I was representing 
anyone other than myself.

Now isthe time to act on the future of our region 


It has become abundantly clear that I, as MLA for St. 
Albert Constituency, see the future development of the 
Town of St, Albert under an entirely different concept 
than does the majority of the members of the present 
town council, 


I am not prepared to accept the proposition that it is 
impossible to control and disperse growth in such a 
manner as to give people the kind of residential environ- 
ment that they are clearly seeking, The growth of St. 
Albert, Sherwood Park, Fort Saskatchewan, Spruce Grove, 
in recent years is, I believe, a clear indication that 
people are in fact fleeing from the city to gain a smaller 
community environment, 


They are giving up some services, putting up with 
commuting problems and often paying higher taxes to 
achieve a different life style than that offered by a huge 
city, 


As an elected representative of people livinginSt, Albert 
and the Municipal District of Sturgeon, I feel I must be 
responsive to this strong indication of these deep rooted 
feelings of people, 


Alberta need not have another Chicago - it need not have 
even another Toronto, It is my very strong conviction 
that if St. Albert wants to avoid annexation by Edmonton 
we must act NOW, Any further development to the east 
and the south-east will have to be stopped. And that is 
why I opposed the development of the large Syncrude 
industrial plant on our extreme south-east boundary. 


I am not however, opposed to the continuing growth 
throughout Alberta of a strong industrial base, We need 
the job opportunities, the balance in the province’s 
economy, and the capital inflow into the west which will 
occur from secondary industry supported by our natural 
resources of agriculture, oil and gas, the tar sands, 
our coal, We must work hand in hand with private industry 
to achieve these goals, Because private industry has the 
expertise and the capital to accomplish this kind of 
development, 


But working hand in hand should not mean that the pro- 
vincial government or municipal governments must be at 
the mercy of giant foreign development corporations or 
local land speculators, And so we have tostrike a balance, 
We are in a position to strike that balance now, when all 
Canada and all big industry realize the value of the 
natural resources including agriculture of the west, 


We can develop both our resource potential and our 
‘‘environment-for-people’’ potential simultaneously if 
we have the imagination and the guts todo it, And Alberta 
now under the leadership of Premier Lougheed, has the 
opportunity to prove that industry and government and 
ordinary people can work together, 


In the case of St, Albert Constituency, I feel the interests 
of people, whether residents of St, Albert or MD Sturgeon 
or the towns and villages within MD Sturgeon, will be 
best served if our whole area to the immediate north 
of Edmonton combine their forces to preserve a life- 
style to serve the needs of this generation and our child- 
rens generation and our grandchildrens generation, 


There are economic advantages in locating industrial 
parks on poor productive land which people of St. Albert 
and MD Sturgeon people can enjoy on a shared industrial 
assessment, Proper land use is a tremendously import- 
ant consideration here, 


St. Albert is a centre which can attract some very 
worthwhile commercial development which is needed by 
all the people in the whole region. Council is presently 
looking at two shopping complex developments which 
would fill a real need of the whole region and also 
provide the wider tax base which St, Albert clearly 
requires, 


Petty politics should not be allowed to interfere with 
basic goals of people, When the St, Albert Community 
Planning Association was formed some two years ago 
I was astounded that the whole council of the Town of 
St, Albert turned on Councillor Lukay for attending a 
meeting of this citizen action group. As a elected 
represefitative, a newspaper editor, I also attended and 
came under fire, Frank Lukay and I were considered 
naive for supporting a citizens action group, ButI believe, 
and clearly the present Provincial Government believes 
that citizens action groups should have a say in the 
decision making which will determine their future, 


I don’t like to believe that the councillors and mayor, 
with the exception of one councillor, look on this com- 
munity action group as a nothing group, They are non- 
political and as a Conservative MLA, I find myself 
working with Liberal and Social Credit supporters for 
the good of St, Albert and welcoming their views, Why 
does St, Albert Council look on them as an enemy 
organization? Why did they chastise Councillor Lukay 
for attending their meetings? 


The proposed Syncrude development on our eastern 
boundary could cost the Town of St, Albert more money 
in providing the needed services than they will realize 
out of the tax assessment for years to come, And 
that’s ignoring St, Albert’s MLA (motherhood) concerns 
about kids crossing Hebert Road from Forest Lawn and 
Akinsdale to get to school and ignoring his business- 
men’s concern as to the cost of road upgrading, traffic 
lights, snow plowing etc,, to make that crossing safe, 


St, Albert Council is criticizing the provincial govern- 
ment’s document ‘‘towards a new planning act’, is 
saying that that document is penalizing their council 
for ‘‘Wise’’ financial planning, As your MLA, I would 
like to pose a question, When the Town of St, Albert 
Council was working out this wise financial planning 
they did not know that the provincial government was 
going to allow them the right of Supplemental Tax ass- 
essment, In all fairness it should be said that people 
buying homes in St, Albert did not know that the Town 
of St, Albert would be one of the few municipalities 
in Alberta to take advantage of this so-called permiss- 
ive legislation, 


Last year the Town of St, Albert reaped a benefit of 
over $200,000 and this year they may garner over 
$300,000, My question is this, If the town’s financial 
position was sound without the windfall of the supple- 
mental assessment, could not a portion, say $300,000 
of the two year’s extra assessment have been put into 
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a kitty for a recreational complex? The Town also took 
advantage of the full 10 per cent allowed for collection 
fee from the school boards for the foundation portion, 


With $300,000 for a start and a Federal-Provincial 
Capital Projects grant to cover 50 per cent of summer 
labor costs, and 100 per cent of winter labor, plus further 
assistance available through other grants, the complex 
could be underway this year, 


Every municipal authority in St, Albert Constituency 
has invited their MLA -- not once buton many occasions 
to come out and talk to them about assistance available 
through Provincial and Federal capital assistance, They 
are presently taking full advantage of government assis- 
tance on both levels and the proof is in the pudding, 
St. Albert Council has chosen to look on their MLA as an 
enemy, 


St, Albert mayor told a meeting in Morinville last 
Tuesday (March 12) attended by elected representatives 
of MD Sturgeon and the Town of Morinville, that if they 
wanted to pursue discussion of regional co-operation 
for our area on matters of shared industrial assessment, 
water, sewer, policing, garbage disposal etc,, it could be 
done only if Ernie Jamison, MLA for the entire con- 
stituency was barred from attendance, 


In my view, if the people of this whole constituency 
want to accomplish their goals both financial and environ- 
mental wise, this is the wrong way to go about it, But 
if St, Albert Council is prepared to work with MD Stur- 
geon and the elected representatives of Morinville, 
Legal, Bon Accord and Gibbons, there is no way I would 
stand in the way of co-operation between St, Albert and 
these jurisdictions to the north of the city because that 
is where I feel the future of the Town of St, Albert lies, 


So Mayor Gibbon and his council need not fear that their

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Fascinating history of Fort Saskatchewan 
goes on advance sale 


Starting with the district’s 
first industry - boat building 
several hundred years ago 
and ending with the great 
industrial boom of the mid 
twentieth century, Peter 
Ream’s latest book ‘The 
Fort on the Saskatchewan’’ 
brings alive over a century 
of history of one of the old- 
est settled parts of the Pro- 
vince, 

It narrates the early In- 
dian activity near the mouth 
of the Sturgeon River, then 
known as Birch Hills where 
plentiful supplies of spruce 
and birch bark made poss- 
ible the building of canoes 
long before the advent of the 
white man, It was here that 


Anthony Henday, the first 
white man to penetrate inté 
Alberta, camped in the 
Spring of 1755 to prepare for 
his long trip back to Hudson 
Bay, 

Forty years later, in the 
summer of 1795, the first 
Fort Augustus was establi- 
shed by the North-West 
Company a few miles down- 
river from the present Town 
of Fort Saskatchewan and on 
the north bank, In the same 
year the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany built Edmonton House 
close by. Two other trading 
posts were also established 
about this time by indepen- 
dent traders, 

In 1874 the North-West 
Mounted Police made their

On March 14, 1974, Mrs, 
Lavina McLay of RR # 
St, Albert, Alberta, widow 
of. Frank Allan McLay, pas- 
sed away in the Rivercrest 
Lodge, Fort Saskatchewan, 
Alberta at the age of 87 
years, Born in Renfrew, On- 
tario in 1887, she came west 
to the Horse Hills district 
with her parents, Mr, and 
Mrs, John Wall at the age of 
12 years, 

In 1907 she was married 
to Frank McLay, they con- 
tinued to live in the Horse 
Hills district until April of 
1917 when they moved to a 
farm in the Roseridge dis- 
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trict, For the past 10 years 
she has resided in the Mc- 
Queen Lodge in Edmonton 
and the Rivercrest Lodge in 
Fort Saskatchewan, 
Predeceased by her hus- 
band in 1951 and one son 
Russell in 1962, she leaves 
to mourn her loss, four sons 
and three daughters, Roy of 
R.R. 6 Edmonton, Melburn, 
Lewis and Earl all of R.R. 2 
St. Albert, Alberta, Mrs, 
George (Bernice) Harkness 
of Trail, BC., Mrs, Ross 
(Doris) Craig of Montrose, 
B,C,, and Mrs, Gunnar (Ha- 
zel) Jensen of R:R. 2 St. 
Albert; 13 grandchildren and 
nine great grandchildren, 
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incredible trek across the 
prairies and the main force 
established Fort Macleod, 
However, it is questionable 
if they would have reached 
their objective, had it not 
been for a part of ‘‘A’’ Troop 
under Inspector Jarvis which 
broke off from the main 
body at Roche Percée and 
proceeded to Fort Edmon- 
ton, 900 miles away, taking 
with them all the sick men 
and horses and the bulk of 
the provisions, Much has 
been written about the march 
of the main force, (and this 
was indeed an epic ride) but 
little is heard about ‘A’ 
Troop, travelling over Mus- 
keg and around sloughs with 
sick men and weakened hor- 
ses, It is greatly to their 
credit that they reached Fort 
Edmonton, a mere couple of 
weeks after the main force 
reached Fort Macleod, In 
the Spring of 1875 they mov- 
ed down-river and built ‘‘The 
Fort on the Saskatchewan,’’ 

The N,W.M.P, eventually 
established ‘G’’ Division 
and for many years the Fort 
was the base for police pat- 
rols extending into the Arc- 
tic and NorthWest Territor- 
ies - as far as the Hudson 
Bay. 

First settlement took 
place in 1872 with the arri- 
val of Francois and Joseph 
Lamoureux, who located 
north of the river, The sett- 
lement, earlier known as the 
City of Saskatchewan, later 
became Lamoureux and the 


first Roman Catholic Public 
School in the Province was 
established in March 1885, 
A group of German settlers 
took up homesteads at Joseph 
burg and in 1892 the Parry 
Sound Colony arrived from 
Ontario, 

Fort Saskatchewan came 
close to being wiped out dur- 
ing the Riel Rebellion of 1885 
and it was only the presence 
of a company of the 65th 
Montreal Rifles, garrisoned 
in the fort at the time which 
prevented this, 

Some years ago, the author 
published a small volume on 
the history of the area and 
he now draws from a much 
wider knowledge of his sub- 
ject. This is a resource 
book and the material has 
been thoroughly researched 
through such sources as the 
national and provincial ar- 
chives, municipal records 
and newspapers of the time, 
He has been particular for- 
tunate in being given access 
to the early records of the 
Oblate Fathers in St, Albert 
and much of the factual acc- 
ounts of events in the Stur- 
geon and Lamoureux areas 
are from this source, 

Dr, Ream was born in the 
United Kingdom, He came to 
Canada in 1950 and was or- 
dained as a minister of the 
United Church in 1953, He 
was educated in England and 
received an MA, degree 
from Oxford University and 
subsequently B,D, degrees

The author has resided 
in Fort Saskatchewan since 
1956, He is married with 
five children and has been

Gibbons old-timer passes 


On February 23,1974, Mr. 
Fred Dale, a long time resi- 
dent of Gibbons and district 
passed away at the age of 
97 years, 

Funeral services for Mr, 
Dale were held on Wednesday 
February 27 from Hcward 
and McBride’s Chapel with 
Reverend T, McKnight offi- 
ciating, Interment was held 
in the Edmonton Cemetery, 
where members of the Gibb- 
ons Royal Canadian Legion 
#226, held a Dedication of 
Memorial, Mr, Dale was a 
honorary member of the Le- 
gion for a period of 26 years, 
Four of his grandsons and 
two grandsons-in-law acted 
as pallbearers, Many floral 
tributes and cards of sym- 
pathy were received by the 
family. His granddaughter, 
Mrs, Jerry (Judi) Woytack, 
of Victoria, B,C,’ and grand- 
son, Bill Dale, of Courtney, 
B,C,, flew up for the service 

Mr, Dale was born on De- 
cember 24, 1876 ir Rushton, 
England, H: moved to Mac- 
clesfield, where he drove a 
lorrie for John R, Green 
wholesale and retail mer- 


chant, He married Louise 
Jane Tatton and became an 
insurance agent for a period 
of one year, whereafter he 
started a wholesale bakery 
for five years, 

He and his wife and son, 
William, emigrated to Can- 
ada in April, 1910, farming 
in various districts of Al- 
berta including Waugh, New 
Lunnon, Fairydell and finally 
Gibbons, where he remained 
for over 60 years, 

Mr, Dale served as sec~- 
retary-treasurer for Waugh 
School District, New Luanon 
and Creuzot, The family set- 
tled on a farm just south of 
Gibbons, Bill Dale moved on 
to British Columbia to make 
his home, Soon afterwards, 
a second child, Winnifred, 
was born to Mr, and Mrs, 
Dale.
